Winnipeg, July 28.—All indications 
point to a record from districts repre- 
sented by the Canadian Northern re- 
port. Furmers are optimistic and 
speak enthusiastically of full granaries 
and abundant harvest, although in cer- 
ta'n quarcerg complaints are heard from 
various causes. They are mere-y inc’d-

FIERCE BATTLE

Peasants Routed With Heavy Loss 
By the Troops. 


St. Petersburg, July 28.—A fierce bat- 
tle was waged yesterday in the town 
of Borissovka between three thousand 
peasants and a large body of troops. 
The peasants were routed and in pur- 
suit many were slaughtersd. Develop- 
menia indicate that terrorism has eet 
in strongly. 

Bight men were found dead today in 
the working men’s quarter. All were 


stabbed. An investigation showed that 
they were Government spies. 
Assassinations in Poland and else- 
where are growing to startling figures. 
Kronstadt, July 28.—The naval sta- 
tion here is thronged with secret pol- 
ice sent from Peterhoff and Tzrasvich, 
where they were assigned to protect 
the royal party. They are to guard 
against attempts of revolutionaries to 
inspire another naval revolt. Revo- 
lutionaries are recoubling their efforts 
to create disaffection among the sail- 
ors. In the naval barracks and on 
warghips at present here, there are 
many sailors under arest and in con- 
finement under no charge, but being 
held as revolutionary suspects. The

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Transvaal Delegates Call Attention 
to the Situation in South Africa 


London. July 28.—The Transvaal pro- 
—gressive delegates who are in Eng- 
land, have issued an appeal to their 
fellow-colonists in other British col- 


It asserts that “This is the 
mogt critical moment in the history 
of South Africa, as weli as of Great 
Britain. This condition has come after | 
great loss of money and human lif. 
Great Britain has more at stake now 
in the South continent than in the 
whole course of history. Even at the 
critical period of the retrocsssion of 
the Transvaal in 1881 we had not a 
territory stretching from Zambesi ito 
Table Bay. The Orange Free State 
Owas an independent republic. The 
lack of permanence of British institu- 
tions in South Africa means the dis- 
memberment of the Empire. If thro:gh 
mistaken magnaminity on the part of 
the British Government the Transvaal 
should have a Dutch administration or 
Orange River Colony, be given inde- 
pendence there would not be five Brit- 
ish representatives in the Legislature 
of Orange River Colony. The future 
of the flag and one British civilization 
means, would be the merest gamble. 
Every colony must be awaiting with 
the intensest intereest the announce- 
ment of the Prime Minister next Tues- 
day as to the details of the new con- 
stitution for responsible government, to 
ve given to the Transvaal. 

There is reason to fear that the safe- 
guards whéch the Government will in- 
clude in the constitution may not be 
sufficient to prevent the first repre- 
sentative and responsible administra- 
tion in a country won by the sword 
being controlled by the same ministers 
who acted for Kruger, ore of the most 
reactionary administrations of modern 
times, and which denied equal rights 
io all white men.”
